A GOOD MANY of Dewey Short’s 
jokes are directed at Dewey Short. 
He tried to make it clear to the 
committee that men in the Army 
have a right to complain-to the 
Inspector General about improper 
asasignments and that these com- 
plaints are all looked into. But he 
wanted to get across that some 
complaints in the Army, like a 
good many that go to Congress- 
men, come from cranks. 

“I don’t have to tell you boys 
about the number of complaints 
you get,” he said. When a Con- 
gressman, “I sent not more than 
five percent of the gripes and 
complaints and letters I received 
over to the Pentagon—maybe 
that is the reason I am no longer 
in Cong: *s».” 

Using his favorite phrase—‘‘no 
pancake is so flat it doesn’t have 
two sides”—he tried in his gentle 
way to see that the subcommittee 
looked at complaints and at iso- 
lated cases of misuse of manpower 
in the proper perspective. 

“It gets right back to the art 
of human living, You are dealing 
with human beings and with per- 
sonalities ... I don’t always agree 
with my wife, but that doesn’t keep 


me from loving her and getting 
along with her—by usually doing 
what she says.” 

Rep. Alvin O’Konski, a Wiscon- 
sin Republican, wanted to know if 
the punishment for those who mis- 
use their men is sufficiently severe. 

“I think the punishment is 
severe,” Short said, “perhaps too 
severe. Maybe it is because I 
am softheaded as well as soft- 


hearted—but I always have a great 
deal of sympathy with the under- 
dog. As a fellow Republican you 
can commiserate. We have been

SHORT WAS NOT ABOVE 
getting a few digs at his former 
colleagues. At one point, flashing 
his Ozark smile, he said, “I 
wouldn’t begrudge any member of 
Congress the money you receive 
for stationery allowanee. I see you 
got another little increase the 
other day.” 

The House had just voted each 
member an additional $600 a year 
for stationery—bringing the fotal 
allowance to $1800. 

At another point he said, “I 
would say the conduct of our 
soldiers in Europe today would 
compare rather favorably with 
the conduct even of Congress- 
men.” 

Stratton pressed him again and 
again on whether the government 
wasn’t too liberal in the staff help 
it alowed top people. He kept urg- 
ing Short to give a “frank” opinion 
and “your honest opinion.” Finally, 
Short broke out: 

“I think the whole government 
is too big, too costly, too cumber- 
some, too heavy. I even think we 
could do a better job in the Pen- 
tagon with fewer people.” Then, 
spreading his arms, he added: “Is 
that frank enough, direct enough? 
Noble confession is good for the 
soul.” 

Of the Army he said, We frank- 
ly confess we’re not perfect. We 
can always do a better job and 
will strive mightily to do it.” 

A full session before the sub- 
committee left him still smiling. 
Chairman Mel Price (D., Ill.) asked 
him to come back again the next 
morning. 

Said Short, “I'll be with you at 
10 o’clock, And I will feel a little 
purer, better and wiser after asso- 
ciating with you boys.”

Movements of tanks, trucks 
or troops .are translated ‘into 
identifiable sounds produced in 
headsets worn by the soldier op- 
erator, Using these “electronic 
ears,” the operator is able to pick 
out and pin-point the movement of 
any of these targets within an area 
up to three miles. 

The radar greatly reduces an 
enemy’s prospect of obtvining the 
advantage of surprise. The set is 
so sénsitive that it can detect the 
- difference between a walking and 
running man. It provides range, 
azimuth and elevation data with an 
accuracy of better than 25 yards, 
and can detect a }one man walking 
as much as a half mile away. 

The radar was developed by the 
Army Signal. Corps and Sperry’s 
Surface Armament: Division. 


Set Snots Moves 
10 Miles Away 


WASHINGTON ~— The Army 
now has a ra@ar set which can re- 
port on movement 10 miles away, 
and through audio means can dis- 
tinguish between “a crawling man 
and a moving .vehicle at 10,000 
yards range. This new combat sur- 
veillance radar was displayed pub- 
licly fox the first time by the Sig- 
nal Corps at the Association of the 
United States Army Show, this 
week, at the Sheraton Park Hotel 
here. 

Designed and developed by 
Hazeltine Corporation in coopera- 
tion with the Signal Corps, the set 
is so sensitive that it can differ- 
entiate between a man and woman 
a mile away since a woman’s steps 
are normally shorter and quicker. 
While this indicates its ultra sen- 
sitivity, the basic purpose of the 
radar is to detect. ground move- 
ment in combat areas at distances 
and in weather and darkness un- 
penetrable by the human eye. 

The new radar is a high power, 
long range combat surveillance set 
extremely accurate at distances up 
to 10,000 yards for personnel and 
20,000. yards. for vehicles. The 
sounds heard through the set’s 
loudspeaker reveal the nature of 
the target..The steady whining of 
a moving vehicle is noticeablf dif- 
ferent from the sound produced 
by a moving man.

Biggest U.S. 
Tanker Ships 
‘Gas to Asia 


WASHINGTON. — The Miltary 
Sea Transportation Service has 
chartered the largest tanker. under 
United States registry for a lift 
of 390,000 barrelS of aviation gaso- 
line to military bases in the Far 
East. 

The 46,000 ton _  supertanker 
“Transeastern” is making her 
maiden voyage from Pasadena, 
Tex., sailing the first week of Au- 
gust under MSTS colors. 
“Transeastern” will transit the 
Panama Canal — where her draft 
is restricted to 33 feet — with a 
eargo of 300,900 barrels of gaso- 
line. At Long Beach, Calif., she 
will top off her cargo with the ‘addi- 
tional 90,000 barrels. 

Ports where “Transeastern” in- 
tends to deliver the gasoline in- 
clude Pearl Harbor, Guam, Manila, 
and Yokohama. 

The “Transeastern,” in a single 
lift, will carry the same amount as 
three T-2 tankers. 

Fortunately the requirements of 
the shipper services, the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force, coincided 
with the availability of the super- 
tanker. Use of the new tanker at 
this time will enable MSTS to carry 
the Air Force’s normal replacement 
requirements for gasoline in the 
Pacific area in a single trip. Use 
of the supertanker also required 
close coordination of MSTS and 
Military Petroleum Supply Agency 
officials as well as supply and 
receiving activities.

The Flyer met the Army’s requirements and became the first 
successful military airplane.

THE NEW temperature-humidi- 
ty index, which was briefly called 
the Discomforture Index till pub- 
lic opinion got the better of it, 
will not be used as a formula for 
sending employees home on hot 
days.

In Washington, this 
is 95 degree heat and humidity 
over 55 percent for those in non- 
airconditioned buildings.

THE BILL TO LIMIT the laws 
against giving annuities to federal 
employees convicted of crimes 
should pass the Sneate soon. It has 
already been approved by the 
House. 

At present, all employees con- 
victed of a felony are denied civil 
service annuities. 

Many of the offenses for which 
people have been convicted are 
minor. In some cases, employees 
have actually been rehired but 
are ineligible for retired pay. 

The bill would stop annuity pay- 
ments only in cases where national 
security is involved. This, incl- 
dentally, is the so-called Hiss act. 

The measure is an important 
step in the effort to get retired pay 
clearly recognized as an earned 
benefit that cannot be taken away 
for unrelated reasons.

Giveaway? 


Brig. Gen. 8. L. A. Marshall, a Reserve 
officer not on active duty, does a disservice 
to thousands serving in the armed forces— 
for however brief a time—when he writes, as 
he did recently in the Nashville Tennessean, 
that the government should not help them 
get a post-service education. According to 
him, the peacetime GI Bill now being con- 
sidered by Congress is “a plain giveaway, 
providing awards which have not been earned 
and watering thin the traditional obligation 
which the average American owes his coun- 
try.” He implies that the average peacetime 
serviceman takes no risks, while advancing 
his knowledge in service, and therefore is not 
entitled to benefits beyond his pay. 

The obligation to serve may be traditional, 
as Gen. Marshall says, but, unfortunately, it 
is no longer equitable. In times of universal 
need, as in war, all are called to the colors 
according to their ability to serve and all 
serve with little thought of special considera- 
tion. But in times of uneasy peace, such as 
now, not all are called. (Gen. Marshall says 
the draft picks only about 50 percent of 
eligible males for service; the figure is much 
less). Should not these men be aided in pick- 
ing up the pieces of their private lives after 
service—a thing which the majority of young 
Americans will not have to do? 

Lord knows little enough is being offered 
them. Under the Long amendment to the bill 
which passed the Senate, educational grants 
would be made available to eligible veterans 
for only one year. Second-year grants could 
go to those in the upper half of their class, 
those in the lower half receiving loans. This, 
it seems to us, is quite enough of a distinc- 
tion to maintain between the rewards for 
peacetime service and the much more liberal 
provisions set up for veterans of the World 
War II and the Korean conflict. 

The “peacetime serviceman takes no 
risks,” says Gen. Marshall. Of course, every- 
one these days takes a risk in crossing a city 
street, but not everyone is called upon to 
stand in the door of a plane flying at 1200 
feet, for example, or to drop over the side of a 
ship in a diving suit, or ride out a storm at sea. 
Is it really necessary to charge into enemy 
fire in order to prove one’s self truly “de- 
serving ?” 

Thousands of column inches of newspaper 
space have been devoted in recent months to 
proclaiming the need for a better educated 
youth in this country. Scientists and educa- 
tors alike are united in the belief that we 
are falling farther and farther behind the 
Soviets in the quality and scope of our 
teaching. Adm. Hyman Rickover, one of our 
more progressive military men, is “seriously 
disturbed” by what he has seen following a 
tour of Soviet schools. Yet Gen. Marshall an- 
nounces it as his belief that a peacetime GI 
Bill will do nothing for the national defense 
or further the economic and social progress 
of the people. 

We cannot understand this viewpoint. If 
it does nothing else, in our opinion, such a 
bill is bound to make a better informed and 
better skilled America. It would do very much 
indeed to improve the ex-serviceman’s “social 
progress” while making it possible for him to 
improve his financial state. In making better 
Americans it will increase the country’s as- 
sets.

One of the biggest errors top level 
management ever made was the suspen- 
sion of Enlisted Efficiency Reports on 
E-5s, E-6s, and E-7s some time in 1951 or 
1952. 

If these efficiency reports had con- 
tinued to be rendered annually, The Ad- 
jutant General would at this time have 
seven to eight reports on all EM who have 
been E-5 or higher since 1951. This report- 
ing system would have given, and continue 
to give, a good overall index on all such 
personnel. Promotions to E-8 and E-9 
could have been made and controlled by 
The Adjutant General on the same pro- 
motion basis as officers. 

I am sure that there will be a lot of 
pros and cons on my recommendations, but 
here goes: 

1. Enlisted personnel should be pro- 


moted on an Army-wide basis as follows:

Planes, Not Atlas,

ESTIFYING before the House Science and Astronautics 
Committee, Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, USAF, who 
heads the Air Research and Development Command, said of 





the Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missile: 

“No other weapon system under 
development today is more im- 
portant to our national security 
during the early nineteen sixties.” 

This is a highly questionable 
statement. 

The writer can think of at least 
two weapon systems which will be 
much more important to our na- 
tional security during the early 
nineteen sixties than Atlas or any 
other fixed base, liquid-fueled mis- 
sile. 

One of these is the Navy’s 
Polaris, to be launched from nuc- 
lear-powered submarines or from 
surface ships. 

The other is the combination of 
the Hound Dog air-to-surface mis- 
sile with the B-52-6 and B-52-H 
bombing planes. 

7 ” o 

TO THESE might be added an- 
other development which isn’t ex- 
actly a weapon system but has a 
great deal to do with national se- 
curity—the ballistic missile early 
warning system (BMEWS) which, 
if given priority, can by (maybe) 
1963 or 1964 provide enough warn- 
ing of a ballistic missile attack for 
planes to take off and missile ships 
to put to sea. 

Beside these devices, the im- 
portance of Atlas to our national 
security during the early nineteen 
sixties is very small indeed—if not 
non-existent. 

Our purpose in building these 
weapon systems, remember, is to 
deter the Soviets from launching 
a surprise attack by the certainty 
of retaliation. 

The Soviet planners cannot be 
expected to be deterred from sur- 
prise attack by weapons, such as 
the Atlas, which they can be sure 
of destroying with their first blows. 
They will be deterred only by 
weapons which cannot be destroyed 
by surprise and which are certain 
to be able to give them back blow 
for blow. 

They can never be sure of de- 
stroying Polaris submarines or 
even surface ships by any surprise 
attack. Such targets are moving 
over or under the sea. The Soviets 
have to go out and look for them, 
and when and if they find them, 
they must attack them with sub- 
marines or aircraft under highly 
chancy conditions.

begin to get enough missiles to at- 
tack our home airfields, ‘a consider- 
able pr jon of our strike 
planes will be kept constantly in 
the air and-therefore immune to 
ballistic missile attack. 

It is by means of mobile weap- 
ons systems which can’t be pin- 
pointed by Mr. Khrushchev’s be- 
loved “rockets” that we can deter 
Mr. K. from even thinking of giving 
the order to launch those rockets. 

It is by the visible and tangible 
existence of such deterrent power 
that we can continue to present a 
firm front to Soviet challenge and 
threat. 

The Atlas will contribute little or 
nothing to this balance of deter- 
rence. 

At the very best, not more than 
90 Atlas missiles can be completed 
and ready to fire during the early 
nineteen sixties. 

About half of these will be in 
“soft,” ie., unprotected, bases. 

Even in hardened -bases, the 
characteristics of the Atlas do not 
allow complete protection. 

The location of all the Atlas 
bases will be known to the enemy. 

The deterrent effect of Atlas is 
further discounted by its long 
preparation time and the likelihood 
that its reliability factor will not 
exceed 50 per cent, If Atlas is our 
most important weapon system dur- 
ing the early nineteen sixties, the 
U.S. is in a bad way. Happily this 
is not the case.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

(Q) A reader in Philadelphia 
asks whether President Nasser 
of Egypt will be any better off to- 
day than he was in 1956 if a war 
breaks out between Egypt and 
Israel. 

(A) This would depend entirely 
on whether considerable numbers 
of Soviet or Soviet satellite officers 
and technicians have been_inte- 
gratéd into the Egyptian forces.

PHILADELPHIA — The use of 
the light from the moon and stars 
for operation of television cameras 
out of doors has been made pos- 
sible through a special process de- 
veloped at the Army Electronic 
Proving Ground at Fort Huachuca, 
Ariz. 

According to Brig. Gen. Elmer 
L. Littell, commanding general, 
Army Signal Supply Agency, this 
device, called the Image Intensi- 
fier, is part of a standard tube 
found in any television station, 
When an intensifier or.image con- 
verter section is added, the needed 
sensitivity for night use is se- 
cured. “Very little light is need- 
ed to obtain a picture equal to 
that which you see on the set in 
your home,” the general said. “In 
fact, a bright starlit night with 
a full moon would provide too 
much light for the operation of 
the camera.”

WASHINGTON. — The Army 
took the wraps off the second of 
the three major systems which 
make up its field air defense con- 
trol system—the Missile Monitor 
—and announced that the new 
equipment is already in operation 
in Europe. 

The new system is the AN/ 
MSQ-18. This is basically a control

WASHINGTON—The soldier on 
the ground will be able to provide 
himself with real protection 
against low-level bombing or straf- 
ing by enemy planes when “Red- 
eye,” unveiled here at the AUSA 
convention, is fully developed. 

Proved feasible last year, Red- 
eye is now under full development 
as a result of a $6 million contract 
between. the Army and Convair 
Divison of General Dynamics.

$50-Day Consultant 
Keeps Retired Pay 


WASHINGTON.—The Comptrol- 
ler General has approved an ar- 
rangement by which a disability- 
retired officer can work up te 90 
days a year for the government at 
$50 a day without losing any money 
under the dual compensation act. 

He could do this because, at his 
rate of retired pay, the 90 days of 
work would not put him above the 
$10,000-a-year limit—and because 
he had a special kind of contract. 

The officer was Lt. Robert G. 
Duan Jr., retired in 1946 and serv- 
ing as a médical consultant at Turn- 
er AFB, Ga. 

Ordinarily, he would lose his re- 
tired pay for every day he drew 
the $50 consultant fee. by hav- 
ing a contract that limited the num- 
ber of days he could work—so that 
his combined job and retired pay 
in a year couldn’t go above $10,000

After being out of service for 
five months and thinking I had 
completed all lege] actions, in re- 
gard to finances and settlements, 
I returned to service through the 
Reserves but with loss of rank. 

Later, I was informed by finance 
that I was being hit for an aMot- 
ment, which I refused to authorize. 
Regardless, I was the loser. 

Throughout the services are cases 
of the same kind. They are not 
given much consideration, although 
there are Army regulations govern- 
ing personnel problems involving 
transfers. Yet those regulations 
are not specific in requirements. 
The broadness of interpretation by 
those persons with rubber stamps 
of disapproval destroys the regu- 
lations purpose.

COMBINING his ’ engineering 
know-how with his knowledge of 
castanets Marcus Glodell (as he is 
known professionally) soon became 
known to dancers all OVer the 
world. Top quality castanets. were 
much in demand because during 
this period the castanet became 
recognized as more than a’ mere 
percussion instrument. His ability 
to make them with the required 
pitches and other prerequisites 
made his product tops in the U.S. 


In fitting castanets Glodell has 
an advantage over eastanet makers 
who aren’t dancers. He simply plays 
them until they’re right — making 
minor corrections as he goes along. 
A touch of the file here and a lick 
of the sandpaper there and the 
castanets are perfected. 

Glodell’s castanets are beyond 
the purse of the student player 
since they sell for $25 and $35 per 
set; however low quality bakelite 
castanets adequate for beginners 
are available commercially. 

* * * 

NEXT to making  castanéets, 
Glodell most enjoys lecturing at 
clubs and social groups. At the 
clack of a “ritard” he will give a 
fascinating outline of the history, 
playing, and development of the 
castanets to the point where they 
are now often used with symphony 
orchestras to counterpoint the 
melody rather than as a percussion 
instrument. 


Glodell in discussing castanets in- 
variably exclaims. “It will amaze 
you to learn that no one has ever 
written a book about castanets!”

tempted. Staffed from the 10th and 
62d, Truck Cos., formerly based at 
Fort Eustis, Va., the Road Test Sup- 
port Activity is supporting a $22- 
million highway research project 
being sponsored by the American 
Association of State Highway Offi- 
cials, three miles northwest of Ot- 
tawa. 

Thirty-eight years ago the first 
important road test, the Bates Ex- 
perimental Road, was conducted 12 
miles southwest of Springfield, I11., 
using Army surplus Liberty trucks, 
driven by civilians, This was an all- 
Illinois venture. with the coopera- 
tion of the Bureau of Publie Roads, 
to gather information before em- 
barking on a- multi-million doar 
road building program. 

Today’s project is being spon- 
sored by AASHO, with the cooper- 
ation of all the states, the District 
of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Bureau 
of Public Roads, Automobile Manu- 
facturers Association, and the 
American Petroleum Institute, with 
the cooperation and assistance of 
the Department of Defense, before 
embarking on a national multi-bil- 
lion dollar road building program. 

Approximately 12 million miles 
will be driven on five specially con- 
structed test loops over a two year 
period which began 15 Oct. 1958. 
Test vehicles range from small 
pick-ups carrying a 2000-pound load 
up to diesel tractors which are pull- 
ing a 48,000-pound axle load. 

Precision driving is required 
of these soldier drivers, Dif- 
ferent colored lines are painted in 
each test lane of the loops which 
represent guides that the drivers 
must use to drive a controlled pat- 
tern, (two trips with his left rear 
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duals on the yellow line, seven trips 
between the lines and one trip on 


the single axle trucks be driven 
in the inside lane and tandem axle 
trucks in the outside lane at all 
times due to the weight factor. 
The drivers must also make con- 
trolled runs by test vans parked on 
the shoulder of the test pavements. 
Instruments in the test vans are 
connected to a placement indicator 
on the pavements and the drivers 
must operate their loaded vehicles 
at 35-mph between 18 and 24 inches 
from the test van so that a rod 
projecting down from the rear axle 
of the test vehicle strikes certain 
switches on the placement indi- 
eator,

Doppling ain’t some kind of a 
new post office game. But it is one 
of the most scientific puzzles in- 
triguing researchers. The doppler 
effect. system was named for a 
German mathematician. It relates 
to the change or apparent change 
in lengths of sound waves as a 
plane or missile or any other ob- 
ject moves abreast, toward or away 
from a target. 


The new radar, according to the 
Army Signal Corps, can not only 
spot but: pinpoint any moving ob- 
ject at the 5000 to 10,000 yards dis- 
tance and by the doppler system 
hitched to radar can detect wheth- 
er it is equipment, troops or a 
woman moving. It is designed for 
use as far back as division and 
battle group headquarters to allow 
the division to call for artillery or 
Honest John fire to destroy an 
enemy. 


More important, the Army is 
now getting this new equipment 
made-by the Hazeltine Corp., of 
Little Neck, N.Y. 


Twelve of the new sets have al- 
ready been delivered to the Army, 
and they now are scattered through 
Europe and the Far East. Building 
are 37 other sets and 40 more are 
on order. The production will re- 
quire four months. 


The set is designed for division 
and battle group surveillance and 
is expected to support and not re- 
place intermediate and front line 
radar. Each set covers'a 30-degree 
segment to the front and if each 
division headquarters, division ar- 
tillery -headquarters and battle 
group headquarters were equipped 
with a set the front would be com- 
pletely covered. 

Sounds reflected from the set 
can not only pick up the move- 
ment of a single potential enemy 
but tell the approximate numbers 
of the troops and the type of equip- 
ment they may be moving. Too, 
the set is so sensitive that it can 
tell when a man stops and even 
hear him pick up any object from 
the ground. 

The range of the set under ad- 
verse weather conditions is as 
much as 10 miles. Howeyer, it. is 
most effective and intended for 
battlefield use at the 5000 to 10,000 
yard distance. 

The set is housed in a shelter 
which can be transported by heli- 
copter, truck or a small two-wheel 
trailer. It has a separate three- 
section, 25-foot high antenna mast 
which can be,set up apart from the 
shelter to Fiend in with terrain 
conditions.

Tops as Art Center 


IS year is the two hundredth 
amniversary of that unique in- 
stitution, the British Museum in 
This great building has not only 
some of the greatest archaological 
and artistic treasures on earth. It 
one of the world’s greatest 








* 


HUNDREDS of thousands of vis- 
iors to London each year come 
to see such priceless relics as the 
Rosetta Stone, the Magna Carta, the 
Elgin Marbles from the Parthenon, 
‘the Bulli Gods of ancient Assyria, 
the world’s largest collection of 
mummies and Egyptian relics. The 
burial treasures of Ur of the Chal- 
dees—the Anglo-Saxon ship burial 
of Sutton Hoo, the Portland Vase 
—the lately discovered Suffolk 
treasure of Roman silver. 

The museum began with a very 
small collection when Sir Hans 
Sloane left his antiquities to the 
nation in 1758, but it was to grow 
tremendously. Today, with eight 
million books, the library alone fills 
a mile and a half of new shelves 
every year. The cellars are jammed 
with millions of items for which 
there is no exhibit space. 

This museum can wear you out 
and make you footsore, but taken 
sensibly, a bit at a time, it can be 
a source of never-ending delight. 

There are interesting restau- 
rants within a couple of blocks. 

For instance, the White Tower 

on Percy Street, or the Etoile 

and La Belle Meuniere on Char- 
lotte Street. 

It would be well to appear at the 
doors of the museum at 11:30 a.m. 
or 3 p.m. At these hours you may 
begin what is probably the most 
literate guided tour in the world.

In the Assyrian Hall are the giant 
stone winged bulls from Ninevah.

has happened, he asks, to the middle-class Europe of 
century? “In war,” he answers, “as with fissionable 
materials, there is a critical mass. Since 1914, Europe has been 
shaken by wars in ‘chain reaction’.” 

After 4 century of stability, Mr. Aron explains, the “war monster” 
broke loose in 1914. For 40 years, from the assass'nation at Sara- 
jevo to the year after Stalin’s death, Europe underwent great and 
deep changes, convulsions which undermined the stability of political 
and economic life, the foundations of morality. The balance of 
power among nations shifted, and the old equilibrium disintegrated. 
The cold war is the latest — perhaps the final — manifestation of that 
process. 

War |, Mr. Aron writes, destroyed certain traditional institutions 
that mi have checked the tendency in Western, societies toward 
social leveling and other forms of collectivism, institutions that would 
have reduced the risk of mass passions, secular religions, and totali- 
tarian parties. War II, a European war that became global, spread 
and intensified the conflagration — “the irrepressible dynamism of 
modern war with its strategic bombing, guerilla warfare, deportation 
of civilians, and death camps.” The amplification of these horrors 
made European democracy and freedom and civilization the victims 
of a victory won in their name. “Europe today, divided internally and 
caught between two hostile empires, haunted by the memories of past 
grandeurs and by resentments — can it live?” 

Yes it can, Aron concludes after sober reflection. It must. 

Western Europe stands. between two powerful neighbors, the 
United States and Soviet Russia, whose pre-eminence in the world 
has created a bipolarity in diplomatic affairs. One giant claims to be 
the source of a new secular religion, Marxism, and seeks ruthlessly 
to spread its dominion to all corners of the earth. Both giants possess 
weapons of mass destruction and unlimited violence. 

Total war is liorrible, peace impossible. The cold war is thus 
an intermediate solution. It is limited war insofar as the means 
are concerned. And it will continue, Aron says, as long as the So- 
viets have a program of world conquest and do not resort to open 
war. 

If the circumstances then exclude real peace and if we must 
avoid total war, we must also expect to live with the conditions of 
the cold war for a long time to come. But the circumstances may 
change with the passage of time. In the long run, time may dissipate 
a conflict which at the moment has no ending other than the outbreak 
of war, a war which, like the first two, is likely to be total.

firmly to the New World and draw strength from America. An 
Atlantic civilization must be created, a community arising like the 
civilization that developed along the shores of the Mediterranean in 
an earlier age. 


This will not be easy, Aron cautions. For the threat of aggressive 
communism requires the free world to live in a constant state of semi- 
mobilization. Can it do.so, Aron asks, and retain its institutions of 
freedom and liberty, its high standard of living? This is an essential 
part of our challenge. 

And this is the meaning of the cold war. As long as the Soviets 
maintain a policy of ruthless expansion, the cold war is a substitute 
for hot war that is almost bound to be total in its destryctiveness. 
It is the dread of total war that prolongs the cold war, which in its 
essentials is a contest for bases, allies, raw materials, and prestige. 
Because the democracies cannot manufacture satellite states, they 
must, make sure of allies. 

A bleak prospect? Perhaps. But not without hope. For nothing 
in history is fated or predestined. Only Marxist historians propagate 
the fallacy of inevitability in human affairs, and only the gullible be- 
lieve it: The outcome of the struggle has not yet been decided. 
“The object of the West is and must. be to win the limited war in 
order not to have to wage the total one.”

IN SUPPORT of hi. conviction, Mr. Aron subjects the whole ar- 
ray of the Soviet system — and its Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist theories 
— to a rigorous examination. His exposure should be required read- 
ing for those Americans, if any still exist, who need to be persuaded 
of the inherent contradictions. and the. thoroughgoing despotism of 
the communist state. It will not hurt those who already know. Com- 
munism, Aron. conclusively proves, is a post-capitalistic fantasy that 
is unknown and unknowable in the world of concrete reality. 

Yet without seeking to overawe us, he does not minimize the 
power and the intentions of the Soviet state. The threat is real. And 
considerable. 

Courage and faith on our part, along with our material resources, 
are required to win. Mr. Aron might well have said knowledge too,

Inept Generalship 
Causes Disaster 


THE BATTLE OF FRANCE: 1940, by Col. A. 
Goutard, translated by Capt. A. R. P. Burgess, with fore- 
word by Capt. B. H. Liddell Hart. Ive Washburn, Inc.,

WHEN, in the spring of 1940, the German panzers cut through 
France like a hot knife through butter, most of the western world 
was aghast. The mighty French army of 1914-1918, with its millions 
of tenacious poilus, was completely routed by an upstart German army 
that hadn’t even existed a few years before. —. 

What happened? French generals and civilian leaders were quick 
to blame it on poor equipment and a corroded French spirit. French 
troops were blamed, as were Belgian King Leopold and “fifth colum- 
nists” inside France. 

A thorough study of the brief battle that opened six years of 
bloody war has been made by French military historian Col. A. 
Goutard., After checking French, German and English documents, 
he puts the blame squarely on French military leaders. 

* * * 

WAS FRENCH equipment inferior? Net at all, says Goutard, 
in many cases it was superior to what the Germans had. He says 
French tanks were more powerful, better built and capable of resist- 
ing most German anti-tank weapons. In the years before the war, 
the French legislature voted the army plenty of money and if there 
were defects in some weapons and equipment, it was only the fault of 
the generals who bought the wreng merchandise. 

Goutard is most critical of French tactics and strategy. When 
Germany attacked Poland, and France (and England) declared war 
on Germany, the Germans had virtually no armor in the west. Ger- 
many had 32 reserve (very inferior) divisions facing France, plus 
11 regular divisions. The French had 90 divisions, 2500 armored ve- 
hicles and 10,000 guns—but they refused to attack. There was no 
serious thought to an attack—the French generals assumed the war 
would be fought like World War I, along long, static, defensive fronts. 

When the panzers did attack, French generals were completely 
surprised. Goutard describes French leadership in th crisis as 
amazingly inept. French armies were sent north to the Low Coun- 
tries beyond the fondest hopes of the Germans. The few armored 
divisions in the area were parceled out to infantry units and com- 
mittd piecemeal, so that nowhere did the French mass superior 
fire power. Within a few days, the French had no reserves left 
for serious counterattacks, although 30 divisions loafed in the 
Maginot line. 

French leaders, says Goutard, kept trying to stop the heads of 
the German armored columns, instead of smashing the panzers from 
the extremely vulnerable flanks. French leadership was so bad, 
according to the author, that the commander-in-chief didn’t even have 
radio equipment at his headquarters, and frequently issued orders 
which were out of date before they were received by lower units. 

Throughout the book the author, who says the French troops 
were every bit as good as their 1914-18 fathers, puts the blame 
squarely on French military leaders (with a few exceptions, such as 
Gen, de Lattre de Tassigny and Col. [now President] Charles de 
Gaulle). 

“The Battle of France” is a good study of the strategy and tactics 
of a battle that caused great changes in our own weapons, organiza- 
tion and doctrine.

‘Water Music are recorded on 
an Epie disc (LC-3551, $4.98) 
made by the Amsterdam Con- 
certgebouw and the late Eduard 
van Beinum. The subtleties are 
not lost even though the large 
orchestra comes through mightily > 
in some of the sections. If you 
prefer the more usual Water 
Music Suite (delightfully ar- 
ranged by Sir Hamilton Harty), 
plus the Handel-Harty Royal 
Fireworks Suite, Mercury has it 
in stunning stereo (SR-90158, 
$5.98) played by the London 
Symphony under Antal Dorati. 
(This was good monatrally, too). 
This, too, is scored for orchestra 
far larger than was customary 
in Handel’s time, but which is 
tremendously effective in stereo 
and particularly in this music. 


@ Arather free arrangement— 
and abridgement—of Bach’s Art 
of the Fugue is done by Arthur 
Winograd for MGM (2E3, 
$9.96). This two-disc release also 
includes the Winograd String 
Orchestra in Beethoven’s Grosse 
Fugue.

Beethoven’s Grand Fugue 
is well enough’ done, though 
others have done it better.

FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.— 
A giant, six-sided building, 
planned to bring under one 
roof most of the Signal Corps’ 
highly classified research and 
development activities and — 
if not to rival the Pentagon 
in floor space, to surpass it in 
the number of its angles — 
stands incomplete here today 
because of lack of funds to 
make it whole. 

Monmouth’s so-called “Hexagon” 
now has four sides, the missing two 
as conspicuous by their absence as 
the gaps in a football player’s smile 
after his first encounter with seri- 
ous opposition. 

The opposition in this case has 
been furnished by Congress. The 
building was supposed to have been 
finished by 1957, but the money has 
not been forthcoming. Hopes are 
held here that it will be made avail- 
able in the budget for next fiscal 
year. 

Begun late in 1952, at an esti- 
mated ultimate cost of $22 million, 
the structure was to bring together 
a staff of 4500 civilian scientists 
and service people then housed in 
some 400 scattered buildings. 

When completed, it will have 
three “long” sides of 570 feet and 
three others of 265 feet, a hundred 
feet wide and, in effect, four stories 
high. An auditorium in the five- 
acre center court can be sealed off 
from the high-security area around 
it to allow unclassified meetings. 

The U.S. Army Signal Research 
and Development Laboratory has 
been planned with a fine, scientific

WITH an annual payroll of $57 
million (civilian $45 million, mili- 
tary $12 million), Fort Monmouth 
today can hardly be related to the 
convoy of Selden Sixes and Model-T 
Fords that lumbered up to the old, 
abandoned Monmouth Park Race 
Track in Little Silver on 4 June 
1917. Yet those were the first 
troops assigned to the site for war- 
time Signal Corps training. 

The new camp had no official 
name for the first three months of 
its existence; people called it 
“Camp Monmouth Park” or “Camp 
Little Silver.” In September 1917 
it was named in honor of Alfred 
Vail, who. had been the partner and 
financial backer of Samuel F, B.

Today, Monmouth employs about 
7000 civilians and maintains an 
average military population of al- 
most 8000.

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Chart and Booklet Help Amateur 
In Tracing Cause of Unsharpness 


i YOUR camera is not giving ygu the sharp pictures you think you deserve, any number 
of things may be wrong, not merely the lens, which is usually blamed. A tes device 
just placed on the market makes it possible for even the amateur.to trace the f.

The testing means are provided 
by Kenneth S. Tydings’ “Instant- 
Reading Lens-Testing Chart” (Phil- 
adelphia: Chilton. $1.95), just pub- 
lished. The 32-page booklet included 
with the chart cies 
gives details for 
making 23 tests 
of the camera’s 
ability to per- 
form optically 
and mechanical- 
ly. Any photo 
dealer should be 
able to supply 
you. Tvdings, 
who is the au- 
thor of a host of 
camera guides, 
was aided in preparing the chart 
by David Rush, an expert in these 
matters. 

The chart is a folded sheet which 
opens to 28x42 inches and, to keep it 
flat, is mounted on a standard 30x 
40-inch poster board available at 
any art supply store. On it are 
printed, in the three basic colors 
and black, an arrangement of test 
patterns, uc targets, designed to 
give information about lens sharp- 
ness, efficiency of the camera's 
rangefinder or ground glass, the 
lens mounting, the efficiency of the 
shutter, and so on. Tydings stresses 
that even a perfect lens can per- 
form badly if there is a mechanical 
fault, such as poor mounting of the 
lens. 

The chart is hung on a wall and 
illuminated evenly with light from 
two photofloods in reflectors posi- 
tioned at a 45-degree angle to the 
chart and about five feet away. The 
camera, mounted on a sturdy tripod, 
faces the chart at a distance of 26 
times the focal length of the lens 
on the camera (for a 2-inch—50mm 
—lens this would be 4 feet, 4 in- 
ches). Exposures are made with a 
long cable release to prevent possi- 
ble camera shake. The camera is

The exposed film is developed 
and the results are studied under a 
magnifier and interpreted, with the 
aid of the insrtuctions, to yield 
practical information about the lens 
and the camera, 

Since small cameras are usually 
held in the hand rather than placed 
on a tripod, the suggestion is made 
that hand-held exposures should 
also be made. These, when com- 
pared with the tripod exposures, 
will provide a check on the photog- 
rapher’s ability to hold the camera 
steady. 

Try several exposures at 1/50, 
1/100 and 1/200, holding the cam- 
era as steadily as possible. The 
shutter speed that yields the sharp- 
est pictures should therefore be 
established as the one to be used 
whenever possible.

Winding snake-like over four 
thousand acres of rural Michigan 
are roads pock-marked with teeth- 
jarring chuck holes, dotted with 
giant lumps of blacktop, rutted 
with two-inch-deep trenches and 
paved with watermelon-sized rocks.

AROUND the clock, production

Building the world’s worst roads 
and then maintaining them in the 
world’s worst condition is not easy, 
however. 

The job starts with research.

duplicating and exaggerating b 
road conditions at the Prosiag 
Grounds, 

Elaborate drawings are made, 
complete with cross-sections, di- 
mensions, etc. In these drawings, 
chuck holes are made deeper and 
bumps bigger so that years of 
normal driving can be telescoped 
into a few weeks.

The bad roads are used for car 
and truck endurance testing, which 
is accomplished in three phases. 
First, experimental car components 
are tested. Next, a year or more 
before production, prototype cars 
including all of the components 
previously tested separately under- 
go re-evaluation. Finally, the pro- 
duction cars are tested shortly be- 
fore public announcement of new 
models, and during the year cars 
are selected at random from pro- 
duction lines for testing to insure 
that high standards are maintained. 

Before construction of the Prov- 
ing Grounds such testing was car- 
ried out on the public highways but 
this method became unsatisfactory 
for two reasons. To maintain se- 
curity, testing of experimental cars 
had to be conducted at night and 
this made evaluation more difficult. 
Secondly, the public highways are 
continually being improved with 
djthe result that stretches of road 
bad enough for testing purposes 
are not easy to find. 

However, public highways still 
are used extensively because ex- 
tremes in heat and cold, dust and 
altitude conditions under which the 
cars must perform cannot be ade- 
quately duplicated at the Proving 
Grounds. 

Within the heavily guarded 
barbed wire fences of 
Cerporation’s Proving Grounds 
there are a total of 42 miles of 
roads.

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Steel Strike Involves

eter issues at stake in the steel strike are not so simple. 
Added to President Eisenhower’s repeated statements 
that an increase in steel prices would be dangerously infla- 


tionary, the industry itself points 
to the record increase in foreign 
compétition as a reason for avoid- 
ing a price boost. 

On the other hand, record profits 
for the industry have whetted the 
union’s demands for higher wages, 
which means increased labor costs, 
while the U.S. Steel Corporation 
promises to hold down prices to 
present levels if there is a “volun- 
tary settlement of the steel strike, 
no matter what it is.” This is con-

The greatest rifle shot this 


country 
man, 90 years of age, almost blind and stone deaf. He is Adolph Topper- 
wein of San Antonio, Tex. Topperwein traveled for Winchester for 55 
years, barnstorming the cemaery & ane shooting exhibitions.

He did precision shooting wi 
the rifle, pistol and shotgun oe 
onsbrating a ver- 
satility with fire- 
arnts 30 remark- 
ably outstanding 
as to place him 
in a class alone.

ASKINS ° 
some 10 days of daylight-to-dark 
gunning. 

He did such extraordinarily clev- 
er things as to toss a washer in 
the air and put a bullet through the 





hole in the disc. When doubters 
cried “Fake!” he simply pasted 
a gummed sticker over the hole 
and the subsequent jagged rent 
which appeared the next time the 
washer sailed aloft quieted the 
most skeptical. 

He ejected empties from a :22 
auto rifle, rapidly swung the muz- 
zle about and hit the tiny cylinders 
with the very next shot. 

Possibly the most startling of 


all Topperwein’s bag of amazing 
shots was his toss of a 32-20 cart- 
ridge into the air and as it tumbled 


end over end he would neatly shoot 


the bullet out of the case! 

He “drew’ an Indian head with 
full war bonnet regalia with bul- 
lets. This chore requires several 


hundred rounds and the marksman 
aimed and fired with a speed which 
caused the figure to materialize as if 
by magic. Top had been a car- 
toonist with the San Antonio 
“Light” newspaper before signing 
on with the Winchester Co. His 


artistic touch stood him in good 
stead when he commenced to 


sketch with his fast-firing rifle. 
* % on 

THE TOPPERWEIN repertoire 
also included shotgun and pistol 
shooting. One of his most difficult 
shots with the scattergun was to 
stack five claybirds on the stock of 
the gun, toss all of them in the air 
and then break the five, one at a 


time, before any touched the 
ground. He had another one. He 
would throw two eggs in the air, 
race 15 feet, turn a somersault, 
snatch up a .410 shotgun and burst 
first one egg and then the other. 


His pistol work was quite as ex- 
traordinary as his rifle and shotgun 
performances. A great many of his 
fancy shots were from the hip and 
these he interspersed with targets 
which required very careful hold- 
ing and finest precision: 

I'opperwein traveled continually 
up and down the country, tallying 
millions of miles and burning up 
tens of milions of cartridges “sell- 


ing” Winchester guns and ammu- 
nition to outdoors America. He 
barnstormed for more than a half- 
. y and every crossroads came 
o know | His experiences were 
lerio 
»*. * ~ 

ONE TIME he loaded aboard a 
local rattler for a short run to a 
new stand in Kansas. Directly an- 
other traveler got aboard and ob- 
viously a salesman of a now extinct 
type called a “drummer” sat down 
beside our marksman. Noting the 


cased guns he proceeded to regale 
his seat-mate with stories of how 
he and the famous Ad Topperwein 
shot together 
“Me 'n Top,” 


he disclaimed mod- 


We don’t use shotguns. Jus’ .22s— 
rifles. We only shoot th’ drakes an’ 
no closer than 60 yards, flying I 
always beat Top, too.” 
At the next stop his tall compan- 
ion gathered up his weapons and 
as he turned to leave he reached 
in his pocket and handed his lo- 
quacious seat-mate his card. At the 
end of the aisle he glanced back. 
“That drummer was sure buried 
behind the seat,” Top laughingly 
relates. 

a - 7 
DURING THE remarkable shoot- 
ing stint on the 72,500 wooden 
blocks, a score never since equaled, 
it was planned at first to fire on 
5000 blocks daily for 10 straight 
days, a total of 50,000 in all. The 
first day, however, Topperwein ran 
over his quota and plinked 7200 
blocks. He then and there decided 
to shoot just as many of the flying 
targets as endurance, guns and am- 
munition would permit. 
As the shooting progressed it was 
found that the huge pile of 1%- 
inca squares was not’ enough and 
a bevy of carpenters were kept busy 
adding to the pile. Despite this 
Topperwein finally was reduced to 
firing on the larger splinters. The 
boys doing the throwing wore out 
and were replaced by others who, 
after a day or two, also had to be 
relieved. 
The marksman towerd the shank 
end of the performance showed 
signs of weariness too, He found 
when he went to bed at night that 
his sleep was a succession of night- 
mares involving nothing except fly- 
ing wooden blocks. Awake, he 
reached the point where he could 
get his arms up but could not get 
them down again. The exhibiiton 
became an endurance contest 
After 10 days and 72,500 »plocks 
the unbelievably small total of nine 
targets had been missed. It is likely 
in consideration of the quantity of 
cartridges consumed that nine were 
simply faulty rounds. We do not 
load perfect ammunition even to- 
day, much less a half-century ago 
(1907) when the shooting took 
place.

CONGRESS EXTENDS IT 


RFA Training Is Four Years Old 


WASHINGTON—Completion of four successful years for the Army Reserve under the 
Reserve Forces Act of 1955 was noted this week by the Department of the Army. The law, 





9 August 1955, authorized six-months of active duty for 





training. 

Recognition of the success of the 
Reserve Forces Act was recently 
accorded by the Congress through 
the enactment of a bill extending 
the military reserve enlistment 
program for four more years. The 
President signed the act extending 
the program last 17 July, in ad- 
vance of the fourth anniversary of 
the Reserve Forces Act. 

Under the provisions of the act 
the enlisted drill-pay strength of 
the ‘Army has grown from less than 
100,000 four years ago to more 
than 245,000 today. Total drill pay 
strength of the Army Reserve, of- 
ficers and enlisted men, is about 
300,000, the ceiling authorized by 
Congress. 

The six-month active duty for 
training has been so popular that 
quotas frequently have been over- 
subscribed, and it became neces- 
sary from time to time to bring a 
halt to recruiting. Presently re- 
cruiting is open on a quota basis.

Sill Museum 
Tells History 
Of Old Fort 


FORT SILL, Okla.—The days 
of Indian fighting, hard riding 
cavalrymen and wagon trains are 
brought to life for visitors to the 
Artillery and Missile Center mu- 
seum by means of a new 17 by 
22-inch map which depicts all the 
post’s historical sites and includes 
a text on each.
